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Vehicle Testing 
Program Will 
Begin Shortly 


Enforcement of Alberta’s compul- 
sory vehicle testing program will be 
delayed pending the setting-up of an 
organization to test the operating e¢- 
ficiency of all motor vebhic‘es. 

All cars were to te tested by July 
_ 1 according to legislation passed at 

the last session of the legislature but 
E. R. Hugt:es, Deputy Provincial 
Secretary, said the enforcement will 
be postponed until inspection agree- 
ments have Leen set up and o¢erating 
‘efficiently. No deadline will be set 
until the government is certain that 
all car and motor cycle owners have 
had time to take advantzge of the 
testing facilities, 

Mr. Hughes said the voluntary ve- 
hicle inspections encouraged by the 
Safety Councils will not suffice, Only 
cars which bear the official sticker 
of approval from the government’s 
testing program will be recognized. 

The Deputy Provincial Secretary 
said all garage and _ service station 
operators in the province are asked 
to co-ouerate in the testing program 
since the government believes the pro- 
gram would be more successful if 
conducted by the automotive trade 
than if carried out in government 
testing stations. 

Any qualified garage or service 
station is eligible for appointment as 
an approved testing station and will} 
be surplied with complete instructions 
windshield stickers and forms. All 
garages and service stations apply- 
ing for appointment as testing sta- 
tions must sign and carry out an 
undertaking to do their inspections 
thorughly and ethically., 

Testing stations will not be allowed 
to charge more than $1 for testing a 
vehicle and this fee will include the 
cost of the stickers which will certify 
the vehicle has been inspected and 
approved. (Trucks and other com- 
mercial vehicles will not have to be 
inspected . by testing -stations but 
‘will continue to be inspected by the 
Highway Traffic Board. 

The testing procedure. which gar- 
ages and service stations will fol- 
low includes checks on brakes, steer- 
ing and wheels, windshield wipers, 
horn, and lights. 

Mr. Hughes said rejection slips as 
well as approval certificates will play 
an important part in the testing 
program If a vehicle leaves the test- 
ing station unapproved, a_ rejection 
slip will be filled out and copies given 
to the owner and to the Motor Ve- 
hicle Branch of the provincial gov 
ernment, 

“The testing program should re- 
duce our province's highway  acci- 

‘dent toll,” Mr. Hugyies said, “Last 
year 146 Albertans were killed and 
2,708 injured in 8,211 accidents. Me- 
chanical failure undoubtedly was a 
contributing factor to many of these 
accidents,” 

He added that, in cities, states and 
provinces where compulsory per- 
jodical vehicle inspections are in 
effect, approximately 50 percent of 
the vehicles tested showed defects,

THE CLOUSURE BILL ~ 

Many new members see weakness 
in the parliamentary system and sug- 
gest changes. However, the present 
rules have stood the test of time so 
well and provided such, freedom. of 
speech that nothing short of a start- 
ling impasse can effect a change, 

Such a development occurred in 
1913. Two years before this, the 
Liberals ‘had ‘been defeated on the 
reciprocity issue by an alliance of the 
Conservatives with the Nationalists 
of Quebec. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier was particular- 
ly resentful of losing his following in 
Quebec and as leader of the opposi- 
tion, he persuaded his followers to 
oppose the Borden Naval Policy by 
every means at their disposal. 

The conservatives proposed to build 
three battleships at a cost of $35,- 
000,000 to become part of the British 
navy. This was opposed by the Lib- 
erals and the battle was “tooth and 
nail” from the start. For about two 
weeks, the house met for 24 hours a 
day, only adjourning for Sunday. 
The whips on each side divided their

followers into three shifts of eight 
ly each and each memwher was 


expected to speak for a certain time. 
The conservatives being on the 
treasury benches, were under a 
handicap. They had to maintain a 
majority as there was always the 
danger of tie liberals mustering 
all their members at any hour of 
the day or night and winning a vote. 
The two weeks of obstruction were 
the most exhausting, the most 
boisterous and the most undigni- 
fied sessions of any Canadian parlia- 
ment, ; 

The government decided that there 
was only one way of ending the de- 
bate and that was by closure, 

Arthur Meighen drafted the bill 
which enabled the government to 
win out and re-establish its control of 
parliament. When an_ opportunity 
came Sir Robert Borden mooved 
that “the question be now put.” This 
motion ‘prevented further amend- 
ments from being moved and 
limited the members to one speech 
cach of twenty minutes, 

Sir Wilfred denounced this motion 
in the most Vizorous language. It 
was called “hte gag” and he claimed 
it marked the destruction of free- 
dom of speech in parliamentary de- 
bates. He pointed out that this 
motion wiped out the rights of mem- 
ters of British parliaments that had 
been won at great cost-by many 
years of struggle, 

The Nava) Bill was passed but the 
Closure Act has never been repealed. 

The democratic nations are strug- 
gling to improve world welfare con- 
ditions in order to check the spread 
of Communism, 

The urgent need at the present 
time is to feed the hungry people 
cf th world, Some 27™nations are 
now receiving help from the United 
Nations. Food supplies are being 
landed on their shores byt, more 
important still efforts are being 
made to pool the knowledge of pro- 
duction to enable these peples to 
help themselves, 


Canadian people are assuming a 
full share of this work. [[\wenty-five 
millions have been pledged to the 
Colombo Plan to brighten the lives 
of unfortunate nations. This year 
also, a large contribution has been 
made to the Food and Agricultural 
organization. Experience deputy 
ministers like Dr. Barton of agricul- 
ture and Dr, Pett, of nutrition, are 
serving on this committee. 

More important still, Canada has 
sent experts to revive production, 

A. H, Hardy of the University of 
Saskatchewan is in Ceylon and the 
cast to assist development of ‘dry 
land farming. 

G, A. Bernier, of Quebec, is in Mex- 
ico to aid the forestry service, Clive 
Davidson, of the Wheat Board, is in 
Scuador to advise on grain exchange 
problems, 

Dr. Archibald, who made such a 
‘great record in agviculture in Can- 
ada, is at the head of the food and 
agriculture organization, - 

Along these lines, the democracies 
are helping to meet the challenge of 
poverty, hunger exploitation and 
insecurity for hundreds of millions 
of people.

Fattening 
Heifers In 
Six Months 


VANCOUVER, B.C. — Twenty- 
four head of prime cattle tip the 
scales daily as University of 
British Columbia agriculture 
scientists try to trim six months 
off the time required to get 
heifers ready for market. 

The scientists are experimenting 
with a new feed developed from grain 
elevator waste and a liquid by-pro- 
duct of the province's whaling indus- 
try. First tests showed a small ra- 
tion of the new feed kept steers 
growing throughout the winter. 

Dr. A. N. Wood, U.B.C. animal nu- 
trition expert, said use of the new 
feed may get animals ready for mar- 
ket in 18 instead of the usual 24 
months, i 

Four test groups of six steers each 
received different rations at Col. 
Victor Spencer’s Earls Court farm 
at Lytton, B.C. The first group got 
only hay and water and gained one- 
third pound per day. 

The second group was fed a pound 
of the new feed a day, plus hay, and 
gained a little less than a pound a 
day. 

The third group received two 
pounds of the new feed, plus hay, 
and gained exactly one pound per 
day, Wood said, The fourth group 
was given three pounds of feed, and 
hay, and put on more than a pound 
of weight per day. 

Wood said a test run of heifers 
were getting eight to nine pounds 
of the new feed daily, and it was 
hoped they would reach a weight of 
900 to 1,000 pounds by August or 
September. 

Wood said the new feed is a com- 
bination of No. 4 sccreenings from 
grain elevator waste plus ‘whale 
solubles’,—a by-produt of the whal- 
ing industry.

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Chemical Control of Couch Grass 

Is there a new chemical that will 
control Couch (Quack) Grass? The 
answer is Yes in the sense that 
there is now available a material 
that will kill Couch Grass at rela- 
tively high rates of application and 
retard its growth at twee dosages. 
This new grass-killing chemical is 
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needed before definite practical 
recommendations can be made for 
its use on a field scale.

Moderate rainfall occurring shortly 
after application is highly beneficial 
Suitable moisture conditions are far 
more important than season or 
stage of grass growth. 

TCA can, and should, be mixed 
with 24-D and 2,4,5-T for the 
treatment of fand infested with bot] 
couch grass and broad-leavec weed 
that are tolerant of TCA. Ye:
